that the British Parliament is mot likely to stand in the way of the desires I 
of the Canadian people for greater elasticity in shaping their own course, is 
evident from the comment of the London Times immediately after the Privy' 
Council decisions were published, when this authoritative organ of British 
public opinion,.said: 

“Now that it is definitely established how narrow are the limits restrict¬ 
ing the authority of the Dominion Parliament, it is for the statesmen and 
people of Canada to determine what extensions are necessary. All parties 
are agreed there must be some redistribution of powers between the Domin¬ 
ion and the provinces, hut difficulties arise as soon as any attempt is made 
to work out a new division or even settle the method of amendment.” 

The Times also points out that “as the constitution now stands the 
Dominion Parliament has no authority to legislate on industrial or social 
questions or regulate marketing in any general way; which means that 
until the constitution is amended the national government and Parliament 
of Canada are precluded from dealing with matters of increasingly great 
and urgent national importance.” 

As the situation now stands it appears not only desirable but impera¬ 
tive that no time be lost in dealing with this highly important question, and 
it should be dealt with in such a manner that in future when the country 
has made up its mind that legislation of any type is needful and desirable 
there will be no legal barriers to render it impotent, provided it is properly 
drawn. 

The matter is of too great import to the future welfare of the country 
to be made the subject of political capitalization and it ^imperative that 
the subject be approached by all political parties in a non-partisan way with 
a single eye to the country's needs. 

The desired result could undoubtedly be best achieved by a conference! 
of Dominion and provincial authorities devoted solely to the constitutional 
question. Such conference should be as representative as it is po 
make it. Principles which can be accorded support as nearly as possible to 
unanimity by all sections of the Dominion should be laid down and agreed 
upon and methods to be, adopted to implement those«decisions should be 
the subject of mutual agreement. 

If a satisfactory program of this nature be carried to its ultimate 
conclusion and the problem approached in the right spirit, existing difficulties 
should be solved without dissension from within or objection from without 
the Dominion.

Storing Food In Russia 

Soviets Are Preparing For Eventuali¬ 
ties In The Event Of War 

The renewed war-scare developing 
from Soviet beliefs that Germany 
and Japan have signed a military 
pact directed at the Soviet Union in¬ 
tensified perparedness plans at Mos- 

Russia in general harvested a 
bumper crop in 1936 and the cream 
of the harvest is going into reserves, 
storehouses and underground caverns 
for possible war use. 

The Kremlin’s goal Is to store pro¬ 
visions and equipment adequate to 
supply an army of 10,000,000 men in 
the field for an indefinite period. With 
its transport system still weak, the 
Government believes It essential to 
get these stores Into the potential 
theatres of war In advance. 

Although Russian industry con¬ 
stantly Increases Its output of tex¬ 
tiles, the difficulty of buying woollen 
cotton goods In the nation’s 
markets constantly Increases. The 
reason, authoritative quarters hear, is 
that the bulk of the product is going 
into the manufacture of millions of 
uniforms which in turn are being 
shipped to the Ukraine, White Rus¬ 
sia and Far Eastern frontiers. 

Shortages of some key foodstuffs 
likewise are expected to become ap¬ 
parent before next Spring. One of 
these is butter, which it is known the 
Soviets now are storing in vast 
quantities for the Red Army. 

Meat is another commodity that 
is going into cans and warehouses, 
but no shortage of meat is expected 
because the forage shortage this 
year has resulted in an unusually 
heavy slaughter of livestock, particu¬ 
larly cattle. 

Grain, potatoes and staple supplies 
are also being sent to the war ware¬ 
houses in large quantities. The 
Soviets have long been purchasing 
grain abroad to fill the storage cham¬ 
bers in the Far East, where the goal 
is to build up supplies that will en¬ 
able the Far Eastern army of nearly 
500,000 men to operate entirely inde¬ 
pendent of supplies from European

Australia Starts Research Into Com¬ 
mercial Possibilities Of Seaweed 

Frenchmen eat snails and frogs' 
legs, and Australians have been 
known to eat disguised shark.

So why should we 
not eat seaweed? 

According to the Australian Prime 
Minister’s Department, hostesses may 
at some future date serve their 
guests with seaweed soup, follow it 
by roast turkey with seaweed vege¬ 
tables and maintain the diet by add¬ 
ing a dash of seaweed flavor to the 
jelly dessert.

Interesting Information Gleaned 
From Notes of Late Mrs. M.E. 
Graham, One of Coleman’s Ear¬ 
ly Beloved Residents. 

Following the request in last 
week’s Journal for information 
on the origin of the name of the 
town, the following letter has 
been submitted by Postmaster F. 

H. Graham, which was among 
some notes compiled by his 
mother, who evidently had been 
securing material for a histori¬ 
cal record of the town.

Restrictions Pinge d On Germany’s 
Restaurants Order Natl Plan 

Fewer dishes on the bill of fare, 
fewer table cloths in restaurants, and 
therefore less laundry, are some of 
the new measures to help Germany 
become self-sufficient in her food and 
raw material supply under the new, 
four-year plan. 

This *was announced at the hotel 1 
and restaurant proprietors' meeting] 
at Hanover recently. The new regu-1 
lations became effective with the ad-j 
vent of the new year. 

No bill of fare, even in the most 
expensive restaurants, is permitted 
to offer more than four different 
soups, 10 "dishes of the day,” 10 fried 
or grilled dishes, six egg dishes, six 
different kinds of cold and four kinds 
of warm hors d’oeuvre, or 15 cold 
dishes such as cold cut, various 
special salads and cold fish.
